NEW CROSSRAIL 
SET TO BOOST 
LOCAL ECONOMY

A MAJOR economic study shows 
Crossrail will deliver hundreds of 
millions of pounds in benefits to 
east London when it opens in 2017. 

Faster journey times, reduced 
road and public transport conges¬ 
tion, improved productivity and 
higher earnings are the key benefits 
the new railway will deliver to both 
businesses and individuals. 

The study, conducted on behalf of 
Crossrail by consultants Colin 
Buchanan, found that when results 
were modelled for just one year - 
2026 - they showed the annual eco¬ 
nomic benefit to Barking and 
Dagenham would be more than £16 
million. 

Crossrail will run 118 km from 
Maidenhead and Heathrow in the 
west, through new twin-bore 21 km 
tunnels under central London to 
Shenfield and Abbey Wood in the 
east. Work will soon start of 
revamping Romford, Gidea Park 
and Harold Wood railway stations. 

It will bring an additional 1.5 
million people within 60 minutes 


commuting distance of London's 
key business districts. 

When Crossrail opens in 2017 it 
will increase London's public trans¬ 
port network capacity by 10 per cent. 

Experts said this will secure 
London's position as a world lead¬ 
ing financial centre by cutting jour¬ 
ney times across the city. 

Crossrail spokesman Nick Mann 
told the YA: “There has been an 
economic analysis from a number 
of sources. There will be productiv¬ 
ity benefits from faster transporta¬ 
tion. People coming into Havering 
will be able to there faster, thus 
either working more or spending 
more money. 

“Also, Romford, Harold Wood 
and Gidea Park will become more 
attractive places to visit as they are 
on the Crossrail line.” 

Mr Mann said the rail service will 
relieve congestion which will also 
create massive economic benefits. 

A report from the Audit Office in 
January 2014 said the strategic need 
for Crossrail had become clearer 
because of the population growth in 
places such as Havering which had 
risen quicker than expected.

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Cockroaches found at takeaway

A ROUTINE inspection of an Indian takeaway 
in Chingford revealed ‘filthy conditions with 
live and dead cockroaches on the premises’. 

Waltham Forest Council’s environmental 
health officers visited Spice, Hale End Road, 
last Thursday. It was shut with a hygiene emer¬ 
gency prohibition notice served by the authori¬ 
ty, citing a risk to health. 

An inspector said: “Cockroaches could easily 
access food preparation worktops, some of 
which held open containers of food, and dead 
cockroaches were littered throughout the busi¬ 
ness. Filthy conditions were also found 
throughout the business with floors, walls, 
units and equipment encrusted in long-term 
deposits of grease and food waste. 

“Poor structural repairs such as holes in walls 
and lino flooring coming away provided easy 
access and harbourage to cockroaches.” 

Council environmental health officers went 
to Stratford Magistrates’ Court on September 


18 to gain a hygiene emergency prohibition 
order to ensure the business remains closed 
until the imminent risk to health had gone. 

Magistrates ordered the business to pay 
Waltham Forest Council £569 in costs. 

The takeaway reopened on Sunday. 

Councillor Clyde Foakes, deputy leader and 
cabinet member for environment, said: “It’s 
inconceivable that the restaurant employees 
were not aware of the problems highlighted and 
yet rather than doing anything meaningful to 
address the problems, they simply carried on 
cooking food in filthy conditions crawling with 
cockroaches. 

“The lack of any respect for their customers 
is scary and we will do everything we can as a 
council to make sure they are held to account.” 

Cllr Foakes added: “I hope any other busi¬ 
nesses in the borough showing a similar lack of 
regard pay attention and clean up their acts. 
Our residents deserve better.” 


24-hour Hi be service 
given the green light 


MAYOR of Fondon Boris Johnson has 
announced the starting date for the 24-hour 
Fondon Tube service. 

The Night Tube is set to create 2,000 jobs and 
boost the capital’s economy. 

The first all night weekend Tube services will 
start on September 12 next year. 

Mr Johnson said demand for a 24-hour Tube 
service was clear. 

Already more than 500,000 travellers use the 
Tube after 10pm on Fridays and Saturdays. 

Fate night Tube use has increased at double the 
rate of daytime trips since 2000 and night bus 
usage has risen by 270 per cent since that time 
too. 


Mr Johnson said the new service has been 
made possible, thanks to modernisation of sig¬ 
nificant parts of the underground network and 
improved levels of reliability. 

The Night Tube will cut journey times by an 
average of 20 minutes, with some trips slashed 
by more than an hour. 

He added: “It will also play a vital role in 
opening up Fondon’s night-time economy to a 
host of new opportunities, thousands of jobs and 
will boost the economy by £360million. 

“As the most visited city in the world, Fondon 
will join just a handful of other top world cities, 
including New York and Berlin, which also pro¬ 
vide underground services through the night.” 


Mike Brown, managing director of Fondon 
Underground, said: “This will open up new pos¬ 
sibilities across the night-time economy, and is a 
historic step in our modernisation of the under¬ 
ground. 

“The new service will boost jobs and will ben¬ 
efit the economy by hundreds of millions of 
pounds. We will also now be exploring any spon¬ 
sorship opportunities that could make this trans¬ 
formative service even more cost-effective.” 

Rebecca Kane, general manager of The 02 
arena, North Greenwich, said: “This will revo¬ 
lutionise the Fondon night-time economy and 
have a positive impact on those that work and 
play in it.”

UPMINSTER could become 
the London-wide leader in 
providing green energy leader 
with creation of a solar park 
with the capacity to create 
electricity for 5,000 homes. 

Havering council has 
received a planning application 
from Green Switch, a firm ded¬ 
icated to providing energy from 
solar panels. 

The application has been 
submitted for disused piece of 
land next to Clay Tye Farmm, 

North Ockendon. 

The use of solar panels in the 
park would see a reduction of 
almost 8,000 tonnes of carbon. 

Green Switch said the devel¬ 
opment would not create any 
noise, waste or pollution from 
the hundreds of 2.4 metre pan¬ 
els. 

A spokesman said: “No trees 
or hedgerows would need to 
be removed to instal the, while 
all existing trees and 
hedgerows will remain 
untouched. 

“In addition, a viewing area 
has been proposed with seat¬ 
ing area and information 
boards for passers-by. 

A public consultation was 
carried out and a decision will 
be made by December 8.” 

A spokesman for Havering 
council said: “We have a plan¬ 
ning application in, PI249.14 
on the planning portal. 

“The decision will be made 
by December so can't make a 
comment on this at this stage.”
